
Nixon Given 
79% Support 
After Talk 


NEW YORK, Nov. 14 (UPI) 
—Public support for President 
Nixon’s Vietnam policies 
reached a new high after his 
Nov. 3 speech, a poll taken by 
Sindlinger & Co., a marketing 
and opinion research firm, 
showed Thursday. 

Almost 8 out of 10 or 79.2 
per cent of those surveyed 
supported the President, Sin- 
dlinger said. The previous 
high of 72 per cent was re- 
icorded last June after his 
troop withdrawal announce- 
ment and was followed by a 
drop to 61.5 per cent in Sep- 
tember. 

During the period from Nov. 
4 through Nov. 11, Sindlinger 
interviewed a sample of 1,981 
adults across the country, ask- 
ing, “In your opinion, is Presi- 
dent Nixon doing all he can to 
settle the war in Vietnam?” 

“A. monitoring of the inter- 
views shows most of the new 
support came from young peo- 
ple of college age,” Albert E. 
Sindlinger, president of the 
company, said. 

The poll showed that 76.5 
per cent of those interviewed 
were opposed to this week’s 
antiwar demonstrations and 
only 15.9 per cent thought 
they were a good idea. 

Sindlinger said data ob- 
tained after the Oct. 15 mora- 
torium had showed 57.4 per 
cent opposed the demonstra- 
tion but 31.7 per cent sup- 
ported it. 

Of those interviewed in Oc- 
tober about whether they' fa- 
vored an immediate troop 
withdrawal, 21.2 per cent said 
yes. The percentage dipped to 
11,1 per cent in the most re- 
cent survey.
